THE ALASKA SEAL CALLING AT
TENTION.

Secretary Windom to Let the Basinoss
to tho Highest Competitiye Bldder,

WasmiNa1on, Dee, 17, —Secretary
of the Treasury Windom has deci-
ded to refuse the renewal of the lense
to the Alaska commercial company,
which, slnce 1870 has had a monop-
oly of the Alaska seal fishing to the
exclusion of all other seal hunters.
Sacretary Windom has decided to
throw the privilege open to general
competition and will advertise for
bids, for letting the lease to the
highest bldder or any company
which will give the largest sum and
guarantee te the government. By
an act ot last congress the secretary
was authorized to renew the lease of
the old company, or to give the
privilege to whom he pleased, The
matter has been given careful con-
slderation by the secretary and his
advisers for two weeks, almost to
the total exclusion of other matters,
Solicitor Hephburn and Attorney-
General Miller were asked for legul
opinions and declded that under the
act of Congress the secrelary had
full power to renew the old lease
without bids, and could use his own
Judgment., Advertisements will be
lssued for publication In a few days,
when the form of contract hus been
fully decided upon. It will undoubt-
edly be like that under which the
Alaska company has been working
sinoce 1870, The new contractors
will be required to furnish natives
employed in fisheries with all the
materials for curing their winter's
supply of meat and to give forty
tons of coal to each vilinge on the
Islands of St Paul and St. George;
more than this, the company must
maintain schools for Indian children
on these two Islands ahd must kil
only a certaln number of seals ench
year. While the treasury depart-
ment hias been considering this
view of the matter the secretary of
state has been at work, hoping to
make & pacifio arrengement with
the English toreign attalrs offlce, to
give the bidders a feeling of security
and warrant that their rights will be
protected,

A ForMERr SALEMITE—A special
from Spokane Falls savs that the
report that Blanton, the murderer
of Click, at Colfax yoesterday, wnos
Iyoched last night “is unfounded,
He s lodged in jail, and che trial is
get for next week, Blanton lives al
Onkesdale, and has (he repulation
of being a very “bad"” man, His
townsmen spenk  strodgly agalnst
hini.  Heisdd yearsof ape. Blanton
will probably hang, a8 minny men
will swear he made frequent threats
to kil both  Dwoble and Click,
On the day he went to Colfax
he said:  “If the grand jury find o
true bill against me, 11 tx "emall.”
Blanton is well known to all old
Salemites, He was o former resl-
dent of Marion county, and now
lina a brother and other relatives
living near Balem who are wolls
respected citizens and neighbors,
Blanton, who s spoken of in the tel-
egram was always o hard case, and
his  parents "had no control
over him at the State Hair
nlong  about the year 1858
he cut and stabbed a Doy, named
Jones, in a horrible manner. The
boy who was assaulted lived and
has grown futo manhood and can
be seen in BValem every day, nnd
with him he earries the mnrks of
that bloody sssault. In 1860 he
walked into the store of B, Fried-
man, who was doing business at the
corner of State npd Commercinl, and
threntened to take Mr. Friedman's
life because he refused to eredit
bhim tor a bit's worth of tobaceo.
Murphy was sherittat the time with
Reynolds as deputy, Mr, Friedmuan
swore out u warrant for Blanton's
arrest, and soon alter Blantsn came
into the store disguised, nod begead
of Mr Friocdmun to withdraw the
warrent and let hlin go, to which
he consented,  Deputy  Reynolds
arrested him however, and {6 was
hard work for him to eseape from
the pen. Several years aller this
Blanton enjered the saloon  run
by John Foy, aud because Foy
refused to  give him o drink,
he shot at him and for this was sent
up to serve one year in the pemten-
tlary, He'left the state shortly after
he was released  from “the penitens
tiary but hus contipually been in
trouble. His relatives have had
nothing todo with him for years as
taey are well respected by all
